brock was held on ilrch 28, 1957. The votes adopted and proceedings 
taken at this mecting were subsequently legalized, ratified and cone 
firmed, and tho Secondary Cooperative School District was declared to 
be duly organized by the General Court. Laws 1957, 415. At the organ 
izaticnal meoting the date of establishment of this Cooperative District 
was fixed as July 1, 1958. Laws 1957, chapter 415, section 2 authorized 
the Cooperative District to change the dete of establishment to June 27, 
1958, on a vote at an annual or special nesting of the District,

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; We assume that you are concerned with 
referoncesboth in the minutes of the organizational meeting and in 
Laws 1957, chapter 415, section 2 to the date of "establishment". 


: The date of establishment as no signi-< ! 
ficance with respect to the official existence of the Cooperative School 
District as a political subdivision. It is significant only inasmuch as. 
the Cooperative School Board has no administrative authority as to the 
schools in the pre-existing districts until that date 1s reached. We 
conelude therefore that the Secondary Cooperative School District of 
Hampton, Hampton Falls, North Hampton and Seabrook has officially 
exioted as a political subdivision since March 27, 1957+

services performed after on effective date specified 4n such agreement, - 
but with certain exceptions not here applicable, in no event prior to 
the first day of the calendar year in which the agreement is executed.
